as citizens in many of the States; and the Con- 
| stitution of the United States provides that the 
| citizens of each State shall enjoy the privileges 
_and immunities of citizens of every other St«te. 
We have, then, no more right to remove the 
| black than the white population. 
Mr. Loudon, of Brow, was in favor of prin- 
ting the memorial for the information of his 
| constituents, so that if there was anything new 
|in it that they might have the benefit of it; 
| for it was on a subject in which they feit a deep- 
| er interest than in any other that would come 
before the Convention. They believe with the 
fathers of this State—the pioneers of 1802, 
when they drew up our present Constitution, 
that this shonld be a State for the white man, 
|} andthe white man only. Mr. Reuben Ilitch- 
cock, of Cuyahoga, in reply to Mr. Loudon, 
submitted that the Journals of the Convention 
which formed the constitution, showed a very 
different purpose on the part of its members, 
from that which had been indicated, to wit, to 
make the State a place for the residence of 
‘white people only.” 





On the contrary a large 
proportion of that convention were in favor of 
giving to the colored citizens the same rights as 
to suffrage, and in other particulars, as to other 
citizens of the State.

Cincinnati Correspondence. 





Great Convention of Doctors— Presbyterian (0.8.) 
General Assembly—Case of Kidnapping—Es- 
cape ef Slaves. 

Cincinnati, May 18, 1850. 

To the Editor of The Bugle : 


Our ‘ Queen City’ has become quite a favor- 
ite place for the meetings of Conventions, Na- 
tional Assemblies, &c,, of all kinds, religious, 
political and reformatory. The Methodist Gen- 
eral Conference led the way in 1836, which was 
considered a great step Westward, and since 
that time scarcely a year has passed without one 
or more important assemblages of the philan- 
thropic, the pious or the learned for the promo- 
tion of some of the great ideas of our age. 


As something new among us, may be men- 
tioned the late meeting of the National Associ- 
ation of Physicians (tcgulars) which met on 
Monday of last week, and adjourned on Friday 
the 10th inst. This body mects annually, and 
this was its first meeting in the West. Though 
some were kept away by unfounded rumors of 
the expected appearance of the Cholera among 
us, there was avery good attendance—there be- 
ing between two and three hundred present. Of 
these, 186 were regularly appointed delegates 
from Medical Societies, representing 24 States. 
The personal appearance of the members was 
remarkably good; as a whole they presented a 
combination of fine physical proportions, intel- 
ligence and intellectual vigor. The opening ad- 
dress by Dr. Warren, of Boston, though desti- 
tute of cloquence, was characterized by a great 
decal of common sense. Ie dwelt upon the great 
reforms which had taken place in medical sci- 
ence in the last half century in respect to the 
devreased use of calomel, the use of cold water, 
&e. Several valuable reports were made 
on various topics, showing much previous 
research and thought in those who prepared 
them ; among which may be mentioned one by 
Dr. Mussey on practical Surgery, one on eleva- 
ting the standard required in conferring degrees ; 
one on Medical Literature (in which Dr. Drake’s 
new work on the Diseases of the Western part 
of North Amcrica was highly commended) ; 
and one on the adulteration of Medicines, (very 
able,) by Dr. Ilouston, of Philadelphia. ‘There 
was much ability manifested in the discussions, 
and the entire proceedings (which are published, 
and, including the Reports, make an annual 
yolume of about 1000 pages, ) cannot fail to have 
a bencticial effect in elevating the standard of 
Medical Literature and the practice of Physic in 
its various branches. 

Among the distinguished men in attendance 
was the venerable Dr. Caldwell, of Louisville— 
formerly of Philadelphia, and afterwards of Lex- 
ington. He is now in his eighty-seventh year, 
and appears still more patriarchal from wearing 
a long white beard, (for the protection of the 
respiratory organs,) his grey hair and marked 
features adding to his venerable appearance.— 
Dr. Mussey, of this place, was chosen Presi- 
dent of the Association. 

On the evening before the adjournment the 
members partook of a sumptuous supper in Ma- 
sonic Hall, given by the faculty of this City.— 
Including the invited guests, nearly six hun- 
dred sat down to the tables, and did ample jus- 
tice to the good things set before them, having 
no desire for homeopathic doses. A number of 





good speeches, and toasts drunk without spirit- 
uous liguors, enlivened the feast. 

The General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church (Old School) met on Thursday last, 
16th inst., in the Central Church. About 170 
delegates are present, the number not being as 
large as usual, especially from the South. Dr. 
Leland, of South Carolina, was chosen Modera- 
tor, having the highest number of votes, but not 
by any means a majority of the whole. The 
opening sermon by Dr. N. Murray, of New Jer- 
sey, who has gained some celebrity by his let- 
ters with the signature of “ Avravan,’’ on Po- 
pery, addressed to Bishop Hughes, was listened 
to by a crowded audience, and is said to have 
beer. marked by great ability. At yesterday af- 
ternoon’s session a resolution on Slavery and 
the preservation of the Union was indefinitely 
postponed. Several speakers expressed their 
hopes that the agitating subject should be kept 
out of the Assembly entirely as the Church was 
now united, presenting to the world the only 
great Ecclesiastical body in our land which had 
not been rent by it. It is hardly necessary for 
me to say that this body is incorrigibly pro-sla- 
very. Nothing can be expected from it favora- 
ble to human rights. <A large part of the Pres- 
byteries connected with it are in the South, and 
there are no more staunch upholders of the “pa- 
triarchal institution” than many of its ministers 
have proved themselves to be. 

You will have seen in the papers notices of 
one of the most flagrant outrages ever commit- 
ted here—the kidnapping of a colored man by 
four Kentuckians, who took him through one of 
our most public streets to the river, flourishing 
pistols and knives and defying opposition.— 
None was made, however, though the man call- 
ed for help, the crowd only throwing a few 
stones at the Ketnuckians. None of the police 
nor any disposed to attempt a rescue were near. 
This was done in broad day light, between 1 and 
2 o'clock. The colored man has been living 
here about three years as a free man. He has 
now, it is stated, been sent further South than 
Kentucky. Most of our papers here have no- 
ticed the affair, and in strong terms of indigna- 
tion. 

On the next night, a white boy drove eight 
colored people, belonging to a widow in Boone 
County, Ky., in her own wagon to Covington, 
and on Saturday morning crossed to this city at 
Fifth-st. Ferry. The wagon was covered up 
with blankets and white cloth in such a way as 
to conceal the ‘negroes,’ and haye the appear- 
ance of a market wagon. They all escaped ex- 
cept the white boy, who was taken, but profes- 
ses entire innocence and ignorance of the whole 
design, being merely induced by the colored 
people to drive them over. In these exchanges | 
Kentucky has been the loser, having captured

days. 
Preacuine To Staves.—Two Methodist 
street preachers have been arrested at New 
Orleans, while in the act of preaching what 
one of the papers of that city calls inflama- 
tory and abolition sermons, toa large crowd 
of slaves and free negroes. They had a 
brass trumpet with which they were in the 
habit of assembling the crowd. Upon them 
were found two placards, one of which is 
deseribed as of a character to inflame the 
free negroes, and make the slaves discon- 
tented with their situation. 


Fueitive Stave Case.—A negro was ar- 
rested in New York, a day or two since, for 
robbery. He was subsequently claimed as 
a fugitive from Maryland, and a writ of habe- 
as corpus was sued out by the reputed mas- 
ter. Pending the proceedings on the writ, 
however, the alleged fugitive pleaded guilty 
to a charge of grand larceny, in the court of 
Sessions, and was sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment in the State Prison. 


Ges. Houston on tHe Nasuviti Con- 
vVENTION.— The Texas Senator, while recent-: 
ly returning to Washington, from home, 
through Tennessee, was asked his opinion of 
the proposed Southern Convention, and ex- 
pressed it in the following emphatic, though 
not very chaste language :

In the prosecution of every reform, it has 
been found necessary to employ subordinate 
means for the accomplishments of the desired 
end; and amongst these, none have proved 
more efficient than well-conducted Fairs. The 
pecuniary results are but a small part of the 
advantages arising therefrom, though they are 
often by no means unimportant. Various mo- 
tives bring together multitudes to attend them, 
of those opposed to the objects in view, as well 
as friends to the cause; and thus rare opportu- 
nities are afforded for a full, free social discus- 
sion of the desired reform, as well as for pub- 
lic addresses in its behalf. 


With these facts in view, we the undersigned 
women of Ohio have concluded to hold an 
Annual Fair in the town of Salem to promote 
the cause of Anti-Slavery. Every thing in 
the political world seems to point out the ne- 
cessity for renewed and untiring exertion in 
this most holy cause. The distinctions of Whig 
and Democrat are forgotten in the all-absorb- 
ing struggle for the extension of Slavery, and 
to all appearances the South will obtain every 
We believe a large part of the 
People of the North are in favor of Freedom, 
and that many members of the present Con- 
gress were clected with the expectation that 
they would firmly oppose any extension of the 
curse of Slavery; but some have proved to be 
voluntary recreants to their trust, and some 
have been frightened into submission to the 
Slave-Power. Let us then dedicate ourselves 
anew to the Cause of the Slave. Let us keep 
up agitation until the people shall as one man 
rise up and demand Universal Emancipation 
or Exemption from participation in the sin of 
holding our fellow-beings in bondage. Many 
of us can do but little. Yet let us not hold 
back on that account. Some of us are mothers, 
; and though few of us can go forth and speak 
| publicly in behalf of the stricken bondman, 
| we may yet, by contributing our pittance in this 
| way, by mingling with our neighbours, and 
' pleading as our maternal feelings shall dictate 
| for the stricken mother in the South, and in- 
stilling into the minds of those committed to 
our care an undying abhorrence of Injustice and 
Wrong. We may, like the drops of rain, which, 
singly are unnoticed and insignificant,by uniting, 
change and invigorate the aspect of the whole 
world. 

We propose holding a Fair, commencing the 
31st of December, and continuing through the 
following day ; and we would earnestly invite 
all persons, without respect to party or creed, 
| tolend their aid by sending such contributions as 
| they can make or procure. The funds arising 
therefrom to be devoted to the dissemination of 
Anti-Slavery Truth, through the agency of 
| the Western Anti-Slavery Socicty.

Having long entertained the opinion, that fee 
males should have all the privileges of which 
the opposite sex are possessed, and especially 
that they should have every facility for acqui-
